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BUILDING  FUND  REACHES  $550,000 
$100,000  5TILL  TO  BE  RAISED 


New    Building    to    Occupy   Perkins    Site 

At  the  Friday  evening  meeting  of  the 
student  body  on  February  3,  Mr.  Eames 
announced  that  about  $550,000  had  so  far 
been  raised  in  the  current  campaign  for 
$650,000  required  to  build  and  equip  a  new 
library  and  science  building.  He  expressed 
appreciation  for  the  generous  support  of  so 
many  parents,  graduates,  and  friends,  and 
he  said  that  the  sum  already  given  and 
pledged  was  the  largest  the  school  had  ever 
raised. 

At  the  same  time  Mr.  Eames  pointed  out 
that  about  $100,000  was  still  needed  and 
that  he  hoped  very  much  the  total  sum  of 
$650,000  would  be  subscribed  before  Com- 
mencement Day  next  June. 

The  Building  drive  was  launched  at  the 
Commencement  Dinner  last  June,  1955.  At 
that  dinner  Mr.  Philip  M.  Morgan,  Trustee 
Vice  President  and  Chairman  of  the  Cam- 
paign Committee,  announced  that  more  than 
half  of  the  $650,000  needed  had  been  given 
and  pledged  by  the  trustees  individually. 
Since  then,  Mr.  Eames  and  Mr.  Sager,  as 
well  as  some  of  the  trustees,  have  been  talk- 
ing with  parents,  alumni,  and  other  friends 
about  their  hopes  and  plans  for  the  new 
building.  Mr.  Sager  has  been  relieved  this 
year  of  most  of  his  teaching  and  coaching 
duties  to  work  on  the  campaign,  and  Mr. 
Witherspoon  has  been  serving  as  Secretary 
of  the  Campaign  Committee. 

Mr.  Eames  reported  at  the  same  school 
meeting  on  February  3  that  the  trustees  had 
decided,  after  careful  consideration,  lo  locate 
ihe  new  building  across  the  street  from  the 
Mansion  House,  near  the  intersection  of  Elm 
Street  and  Middle  Street.  Sufficient  space 
will  be  provided  by  moving  Perkins  Hall  to 
a  new  location  on  Middle  Street  opposite  the 
Alumni  Gymnasium. 


The  architect  for  the  proposed  new  build- 
ing is  Mr.  Walter  S.  Brodie  of  the  Boston 
firm  of  Kilham,  Hopkins,  Greeley,  and  Brodie. 
This  firm  also  designed  the  Alumni  Gym- 
nasium, Ingham  House,  and  Phillips  Build- 
ing. Mr.  Brodie,  who  has  been  working  close- 
ly with  Mr.  Eames,  Mr.  Dunning,  and  a 
trustee  committee,  has  nearly  completed  the 
plans  for  a  Georgian  style  building,  which 
will  harmonize  with  the  other  buildings  on 
the  campus  and  which  will  provide  adequate 
and  up-to-date  library  and  laboratory  facil- 
ities, as  well  as  badly-needed  additional 
classrooms. 

Mr.  Eames's  announcement  aroused  enthu- 
siasm throughout  the  school,  particularly 
among  underclassmen  who  are  hoping  to  en- 
joy the   new    building    before  they   graduate.

We  will  continue  to  cherish 
the  familiar  hymns,  favorite  speakers,  and 
Christmas  music  which  made  up  our  tradi- 
tional service. 

The  fact  that  this  service  is  remembered 
so  distinctly  by  alumni  is  proof  of  its  signi- 
ficance in  their  lives.

The  Governors'  winter  track  team  opened 
tin-  season  at  Exeter  on  January  21  com- 
peting  against  Exeter  and  Tabor  in  a  trian- 
gular   meet.   George    Boynton    won    the   shot 

and  True  Miller  won  the  1. 000-yard  run. 
\\  ink  Pescosolido  was  the  meets  high  scorer, 
winning  the  dash  and  the  300-yard  run  and 
placing  third  in  the  hurdles.  The  Redmen 
came  home  in  second  place  with  32-1/7 
points,  two  hehind  Exeter's  34-3/7  but  well 
ahead  of  Tahor"s  21. 

On  the  28th  of  January  at  the  Boston 
Garden  the  Governors  competed  in  the  New 
England  Preparatory  School  Championship 
Relay.  Having  qualified  in  the  afternoon 
trials,  the  relav  team  composed  of  Pescoso- 
lido. Balser.  French,  and  Sheeslev  placed 
fourth  in  the  evening  finals. 

On  February  8  the  Redmen  competed 
against  Phillips  Academy  in  a  dual  meet  at 
Andover.  The  Governors  won  only  one  first 
place  as  Andover  romped  73-17.  Gale  French 
won  the  pole  vault.  George  Boynton  placed 
second  in  the  shot,  and  Art  Balser  placed 
second  in  the  300-yard  run. 

In  another  triangular  meet  against  the 
Exeter  J.V.'s  and  Portsmouth  High  School, 
the  Governors  took  all  but  one  first  place  as 
they  piled  up  66-5/6  points  to  33-1/6  foi 
Exeter  and  10  for  Portsmouth.  The  meet  was 
highlighted  by  George  Boynton's  record 
heave  of  52'  11"  in  the  shot  put.  Wink  Pes- 
cosolido won  four  events,  tying  the  school 
record  in  the  dash  and  broad  jumping  21*. 
True  Miller  won  the  1.000  and  the  600.  and 
Gale    French    won   the   pole    vault    at    10'   3". 

The  Andover  Interscholastics  on  February 
25  provided  several  surprises.  The  Gover- 
nors placed  in  every  event  except  the  mile 
and  scored  a  third  place  with  171/^  points. 
Stanley  Rhodes  tied  for  second  in  the  high 
jump.  George  Boynton  was  second  in  the 
shot  put.  True  Miller  placed  fourth  in  both 
the  1.000  and  the  600.  and  Jay  Sheeslev 
placed  fifth  in  the  300-yard  run.  The  relay 
team  of  French.  Cadigan.  Temple,  and  Davis 
was  third   behind   Tabor   and  Andover. 


\\  ith  several  experienced  players  left  from 
the  1955  season,  the  Governors  faced  the 
1956  hockey  season  with  high  hopes.  Several 
days  practice  and  coaching  at  the  Harvard 
Hockey  Clinic  during  the  Christmas  recess 
helped  Mr.  .Murphy  and  Mr.  Dann  to  round 
a  team  into  shape,  but  also  showed  the  keen 
competition  the  Governors  would  face. 

The  first  regular  game  of  the  season  was 
played  at  Southboro  on  January  7  against 
St.  Mark's.  On  the  fine  ice  of  St.  Mark's  new 
rink  the  Governors  were  humbled  4-2.  St. 
Marks  scored  first,  but  Chuck  Duncan,  as- 
sisted by  Latham  Nichols,  tallied  once  in  the 
first  period  to  tie  the  score  and  popped  in 
another  early  in  the  second  period  to  give 
the  Governors  a  temporarv  lead.  St.  Marks 
came  back  with  three  more  to  take  permanent 
control. 

Many    Games   Played   on    Harvard  Rink 

In  the  first  of  several  league  games  played 
on  the  new  Harvard  rink  the  Governors  faced 
a  snappy  St.  Sebastians  club  on  January  18. 
"w  ith  St.  Sebastians  getting  a  jump  with  two 
goals  in  the  first  period,  the  outlook  was  dim 
until  the  first  line  of  Barnes.  Duncan,  and 
Nichols  started  rolling.  Barnes  tallied  one  for 
the  Redmen  and  Duncan  two.  with  Nichols 
assisting  on  two  of  the  goals.  The  score 
rested  at  3-3  for  the  remainder  of  the  game. 

The  next  Saturday  the  Governors  played 
one  of  their  poorest  games  of  the  season. 
Lacking  scoring  punch,  the  team  bowed  to  an 
aggressive  Browne  and  Nichols  Club  with  the 
final  score  standing  4-0.  On  Wednesday.  Jan- 
uary 25.  the  Governors  met  the  league-leading 
team  from  Middlesex.  The  Middlesex  team 
held  a  quick  lead  until  the  second  period, 
when  Berry  Barnes  scored  two  goals  to  tie 
the  game.  The  third  period  was  tense.  De- 
fenseman  Widge  Needham  scored  from  the 
blue  line.  With  seconds  to  play  John  Bright 
scored  his  third  goal  of  the  afternoon  for 
Middlesex  despite  fine  goal  tending  by  Bob 
Turnbull    and    Jim   Healy. 

On  home  ice  for  the  first  time  the  Gover-

BASKETBALL  TEAM  HAS 

FIVE-GAME   WINNING  STREAK 


The  first  practice  called  by  Coach  John 
Witherspoon  found  five  lettermen  from  last 
year's  basketball  team  still  in  school.  Encour- 
aged by  this  fact,  the  team  began  practicing 
for  the  first  of  many  tough  games. 

In  the  first  game  the  Governors  were  defi- 
nitely outmanned  by  a  strong  Lawrence 
Academy  team  at  Groton  on  January  11. 
Although  the  Governors'  play  was  sloppy  at 
times,  good  showings  were  made  by  Bill  Hal- 
lenbeck  and  Captain  Buddy  Hadley.  who  each 
scored  thirteen  points  in  a  losing  cause.  In 
this  game  the  rebounding,  which  was  con- 
trolled by  Kirby  and  Jackson  of  Lawrence, 
was  the   deciding  factor. 

Governor  Dummer  picked  up  its  first  win 
against   St.   Sebastian's    on   January  14   by   a 


score  of  65-48.  The  all-around  play  of  the 
whole  team  showed  great  improvement  over 
the  first  game.  In  this  game  Buddy  Hadley 
and  Bill  Sayles  led  the  scoring  with  22  and 
14  points  respectively. 

On  January  21  after  an  exciting  overtime 
game  on  their  home  court,  the  Governors 
found  themselves  on  the  short  end  of  a  55-51 
score.  The  Governors  led  most  of  the  game, 
but  in  the  last  period  Belmont,  led  by  Paul 
Zayotti.  tied  the  score  at  49-49.  and  went  on 
to  win  in  overtime.  Buddy  Hadlev  and  Vince 
Sgarzi  had  16  and  12  points. 

The  Governors  got  back  in  the  winning 
column  with  a  51-16  victory  over  St.  Paul's 
at  Concord  on  January  28.  This  was  a  close 
game  the  whole  way.  but  Vince  Sgarzi  scored 
8  of  his  17  points  in  the  last  period,  pro- 
viding the  necessary  boost  to  win  the  game.

On  Februar)  1  in  another  close  contest 
the  Governors  managed  to  defeat  Browne 
and  Nichols  by  a  score  of  51-46.  In  the 
second  half  the  visitors,  led  by  Fitzgerald, 
whittled  an  early  Governor  Dummer  lead  to 
three  points.  However,  in  the  final  period 
Hey  Moulton  netted  six  to  provide  the  win- 
ning margin.  Hill  Hallenbeck  was  high  scorer 
for  the  Governors  with  16  points. 

Despite  the  fact  that  they  were  behind 
1  1-17  at  the  end  of  the  first  half,  the  Gov- 
ernors finished  strongly  on  Saturday,  Feb- 
ruary 4,  winning  over  Moses  Hrown  at 
Providence  by  a  score  of  17-36.  In  the  last 
period,  led  by  Vince  Sgarzi,  the  Governors 
scored  19  points  to  break  up  what  had  been 
a  very  close  game.  Probably  the  most  notable 
part  of  the  game  was  the  rebounding.  Until 
this  game,  the  Governors  had  not  been  getting 
their  share  of  the  rebounds,  but  in  the  second 
half  of  this  contest  they  controlled  the  offen- 
sive and  defensive  play. 

The  Governors  brought  home  their  fourth 
victory  in  a  row  by  defeating  Rockport  High 
School  on  February  8  at  Rockport.  At  the 
end  of  the  first  half,  the  Governors,  led  by 
Captain  Hadley  and  Bill  Hallenbeck,  had 
built  up  a  40-19  advantage.  With  the  Gov- 
ernors' second  team  playing  most  of  the 
second  half,  Rockport  managed  to  narrow 
the  margin  to  ten  points,  and  the  game  ended 
with  the  Governors  on  top  by  a  score  of 
67-57.  Once  again  the  team,  and  Joel  Nichols 
in  particular,  rebounded  well. 

Milton  Game  Gives  Governors  Fifth  Straight 
Victory 

On  February  1 1  the  Governors  extended 
their  winning  streak  to  five  with  a  52-37 
victory  over  Milton.  After  a  close  first  quar- 
ter the  Governors  broke  the  game  wide  open 
with  13  points  in  the  second  quarter  and  21 
points  in  the  third.  In  this  game  the  Gov- 
ernors' scoring  was  evenly  spread  with  four 
of  the  starting  team  in  double  figures. 

A  strong  Lynn  English  team  was  never 
in  trouble  as  they  ended  the  Governors' 
winning  streak  on  February  13.  Once  again 
the  Governors  had  trouble  rebounding,  as 
Ron  Bennett  and  Dave  Dufour  controlled 
both  the  offensive  and  defensive  boards  for 
English.

On  January  I  1  in  the  Alumni  Gymnasium 
the  varsity  wrestling  team  began  its  eight- 
meet  schedule  by  beating  Browne  and  Nichols 
19-16  at  home.  Both  coaches  and  wrestlers 
felt  especially  elated,  and  rightly  so.  for 
previously  Browne  and  Nichols  had  been  un- 
defeated for  two  years.  One  Bouley.  Captain 
Leary.  and  Steve  Harlow  won  decisions  at 
137  lb..  151  lb.,  and  177  lb.  respectively. 
Pete  Henkert  rolled  around  the  mat  and  came 
up  with  a  cradle  to  pin  his  opponent.  The 
match  ended  in  a  thrilling  climax,  for  going 
into  the  last  match  of  the  afternoon  the 
Governors  trailed  16-1  1.  Mike  Tyler  then 
brought  the  spectators  to  their  feet  by  pin- 
ning  his   man   with    apparently    little  trouble. 

In  their  next  encounter  at  Noble  and  Green- 
ough  on  January  14.  the  Governors  were 
nosed  out  15-12.  Nobles  proved  to  have  a 
strong  team,  well-balanced  in  every  position. 
Hal  Pouser  and  Steve  Bartow  earned  three 
each  for  the  Red  at  123  lb.  and  177  lb.

J.  V.  HOCKEY  HAS  THREE 

CAPTAINS,  ONE  VICTORY 


This  year's  J.  V.  hockey  squad,  led  by  tri- 
captains  Don  Dunsford  at  forward,  Mike 
Dunsford  on  defense,  and  Harv  Hayden  in 
the  nets,  opened  its  season  on  home  ice  a- 
gainst  a  strong  Wakefield  J.V.  Team.  The 
Governors  played  well  but  were  finally  edged 
out  by  a  score  of  2-0.  The  goal  tending  of 
Harv  Hayden  was  outstanding  throughout  the 
game. 

On  January  25  the  Governors  met  a  power- 
ful Middlesex  squad,  again  at  home.  G.D.A. 
put  up  a  terrific  fight  against  a  great  team 
but  again  was  finally  beaten  3-0.  On  the 
following  Saturday,  January  28,  the  J.V. 
team  travelled  to  Milton  for  the  Round  Robin 
at  Milton  Academy.  The  Governors,  after  a 
gruelling  afternoon  of  hard-fought  hockey, 
wound  up  in  eighth  place,  losing  their  three 
games,  each  fifteen  minutes  long,  the  first 
to  St.  Mark's  by  a  score  of  2-0,  the  second 
to  Brooks  by  a  score  of  1-0,  and  the  third 
to  Browne  and  Nichols  by  a  score  of  2-0. 


Finally  the  Governors  broke  their  scoreless 
streak  in  an  exciting  contest  with  the  Ames- 
bury  J.V.'s  at  home.  The  Governors'  first 
tally  of  the  season  was  an  unassisted  goal 
scored  in  the  second  period  of  this  game  by 
Don  Dunsford,  who  sparked  the  line  at  left 
wing  throughout  the  season.  The  team  fought 
hard  with  victory  in  sight,  but  then  Amesbury 
chalked  up  two  quick  goals,  time  ran  out, 
and  the  final  score  stood  Amesbury  2,  Gov- 
ernor   Dummer    1. 

The  J.V.  team  went  to  Dedham  next,  on 
February  4,  to  meet  an  aggressive  Noble 
and  Greenough  squad.

FORESTRY  SQUAD  ENJOYS 

ANOTHER  BUSY  WINTER 


The  Forestry  squad  this  winter  has  had 
an  outstanding  year  in  spite  of  adverse  weath- 
er conditions.  Come  rain,  sleet,  or  snow,  at 
3:30  every  afternoon  the  boys  are  seen  making 
their  way  up  the  path  behind  Ambrose 
House  and  branching  off  into  the  woods. 
Perhaps  the  most  common  question  asked 
these  boys  is  "What  do  you  do  up  in  the 
woods,   chop   down  trees?" 

Chopping  down  trees  may  be  the  universal 
concept  of  forestry,  but  it  is  only  a  small 
part  of  the  actual  practice.  In  the  1954  hurri- 
canes, certain  areas  of  the  woods  were  par- 
tially destroyed.  Piles  of  pitch  pine,  pasture 
birch,  and  other  weed  trees  lying  across  paths 
and  pinning  down  smaller  trees  were  a 
common  sight.  The  problem  of  restoring  the 
woods  involves  selective  cutting,  forest  care, 
and  reforestation,  —  the  latter  of  which  will 
be  carried  on  in  the  spring  with  the  planting 
of  many  pines   and   spruces. 


One  of  the  major  goals  of  this  year's 
group  has  been  to  clear  the  paths  and  trails 
through  the  woods  in  order  that  they  may 
again  afford  relaxation  and  enjoyment  as  well 
as  ready  access  in  case  of  fire.  The  bulk  of 
the  wood  and  debris  is  burned  in  the  im- 
mediate area  where  the  boys  work,  in  small 
fires.  Some  good  logs  are  salvaged,  however, 
and  sent  to  the  mill.  The  resulting  timber 
finds  many  good  uses  on  the  school  grounds. 

The  boys  in  the  squad  do  not  work  in  one 
compact  unit  in  the  woods.  They  split  up  in 
groups  of  two  or  three  and  all  work  in  one 
general  area.  In  this  manner  the  boys  learn 
to  cope  with  individual  problems  as  they 
arise.  Mr.  Dunning,  the  coach,  is  always  on 
hand  to  offer  advice  or  help  when  needed. 
The  highlight  of  the  week  comes  on  Wednes- 
day afternoon  when  the  boys  sit  around  the 
fire  roasting  hamburgs  or  frankfurts  after 
work.  No  doubt  the  natural  beauty  of  the 
woods  is  enjoyed  most  in  these  relaxed  and 
congenial   moments.
